IMA attorneys, judges and ministers read with interest the 


ideas advanced by a famous criralnologiBt in the east in 


meeting and overcoming the increase in number of murders and 
other crimes in America. 


It is the plan of the expert to fight the crime wave exactly as 


disease epidemics are fought. He would abolish capital punish- 
ment and in'this first step of the program he would have the 
support of the present Governor of Ohio and a large contingent 
of citizens who cannot reconcile themselves to an application of 
"An eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth." 


Next, he would sentence crimhialB guilty of capital crime to 


li'e imprisonment. Then let science study their cases. The pro- 
gram urged is an elaborate one, which contemplates habit clinics 
in every city for subnormal children between two and seven years 
to prevent possible future criminality. 


Common sense is advanced when the expert asserts that 


itunishment cannot and will not stop crime. It does not remove 
the cause. If a cellar is moldy the condition cannot be remedied 
so long as it is permitted to remain damp. 


In stopping epidemics, it is not the plan of the health author- 


ities to kill the people afflicted and thus destroy the germs and 
every bit of evidence about them. 
The cases are studied, the 


parents isolated and the germs examined microscopically, to 
find a serum that will cure. 
In other words, science ctrives to 


hill the germ, not the patient. 
. 


It is proposed to make capital criminals available for scien- 


tific study instead of hanging or electrocuting them. To get at 
Jhe root of the trouble it is proposed to have habit clinics in every 
city, where conditions that contribute to crime may be studied. 
/ What do you think of it? Do you agree with the statement 
that 90 per cent of criminals who are sent to asylums rather than 
to prisons are sane and that even domestic animals know the 
difference between right and wrong?

Or, recognizing it, prefer to sidestep the 
obligation and leave the doing of it to others'.
